BRZ dissolution looms

A petition to get rid of the 
Business Revitalization Zone 
passed first reading in Tuesday’s 
town council meeting. 

The petition, which was signed 
by more than 30 downtown BRZ 
businesses, is considered valid 
because it was signed by more 
than the 25% that is required to 
force a vote by the BRZ board. 

George McDonald, whose in¬ 
surance company is in the zone 
signed the petition. He said the 
next step is “very simple and 
straight forward,” because of the 
democratic process. 

“I am hopeful the town council 
and the BRZ will respond to the 
petition that was sent to them,” 
said McDonald. 

The petition went to first read¬ 
ing at the council meeting. The 
next steps are already being taken 
by the BRZ board. They must 
form a question whether to de¬ 
velop or discontinue the BRZ 
which will then be taken to a vote 
within the next three months. 

The BRZ is a program in which 
businesses within the zone pay 
an annual levy of up to $200 that 
is put towards revitalizing of the 


area. Sidewalk improvements, 
street lights, benches and flower 
boxes to beautify downtown are 
some of the goals of the board. 

BRZ chairman, Claude Baril 
recognizes there are challenges 
facing program but feels there 
are more positives than negatives 
involved. 

“I am disappointed because it 
is unfortunate we can’t get a col¬ 
lective agreement for the en¬ 
hancement and promotion of 
downtown Didsbury,” said Baril. 

He said he can understand why 
it is difficult to directly relate an 
improved looking downtown to 
better business because it is hard 
to measure when taking into con¬ 
sideration all other factors. It is an 
intangible concept. 

“We are asking people to spend 
money on faith.” 

He is not giving up on the idea 
though. 

“I am not prepared to accept 
inaction... There’s got to be a col¬ 
lective agreement.” 

The Main Street Project Coor¬ 
dinator, Dave Mohr, who receives 
a part of the BRZ funds, agrees 
with Baril that the BRZ should 
not be dissolved altogether but 


should be revamped. 

“I expect that out of this proc¬ 
ess a new direction for downtown 
will come out. It will be a positive. 
If you don’t want something, you 
have to suggest something bet¬ 
ter,” said Mohr. 

During the town council meet¬ 
ing, town chief executive officer, 
Evan Parliament revealed there 
had already been a few people 
who called his office and requested 
their names removed from the 
petition. 

He also added that the dissolu¬ 
tion would not take effect until 
1998, meaning the levy for this 
year would still have to be paid. 

“Quite frankly no one has paid 
their 1997 because this thing (the 
petition) has erupted,” said Par¬ 
liament. 

The BRZ still plans to be sure 
those fees are collected to be sure 
all liabilities are covered for the 
year. 

Parliament, who is on the BRZ 
board said the board meetings 
were getting frustrating because 
there is a lack of participation. 
Yet, he remains hopeful. 

“I by no means consider this 
matter closed.” 


Empty derailed cars pose no risk to Didsburians

Didsburians are lucky the Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific rail cars that de¬ 
railed last Monday behind AG 
Foods were not full of hazardous 
gas as they were intended, say 
town officials. 

“What could have happened is 
a lot worse that what did hap¬ 
pen,” said Const. Don Oltrop of 
the Didsbury R.C.M.P. attach¬ 
ment. 

The cars are said to have come 
off the track for a yet undeter¬ 
mined reason. They were being 
brought off the secondary track 
to be hooked up to another train 
at a very slow speed when the 
wheels left the track. 

“They (the cars) were just tee¬ 
tering,” said Oltrop. 

There were no injuries in the 
accident only minor inconven¬ 
iences caused by the surrounding 
road closures and the evacuation 
of the nearby grocery store. 

There was some concern the 
cars contained liquid petroleum 
gas as labelled. A leak sprung 
from under one of the cars, but 
luckily, it was quickly determined 
the cars were empty and the leak 
was only water from the liner. 

Even though the tanks were 
determined to be empty and the 
leak determined to safe, local fire 
crews and ambulance were on the 


scene as a precautionary meas¬ 
ure. 

Last minute grocery shoppers 
were thwarted when fire crews 
and R.C.M.P. evacuated the AG 
Foods grocery store. Customers 
went hurriedly to their vehicles 
while remaining staff worked 
quickly to lock up and leave. 

“I sure got out of there,” said 
store owner, A1 Scheider. 

He was admittedly upset about 
having to close the store a few 
hours before planned and losing 
the potential business. 

“I cried all night,” he joked 
Tuesday afternoon. 

“It was unfortunate but safety 
comes first,” he added more seri¬ 
ously. 

CP Rail Systems spokesman, 
Steve Morris, said there was never 
any real danger to the public. 

Inspectors, hazardous waste 
crews, emergency personnel and 
crane operators had to brave the 
cold winds of the night as they 
worked to clean up the mess until 
5 a.m. Tuesday morning. 

“It’s sort of like a toy train, if it 
comes ofT the tracks, you just pick 
it up and put it on the rails again, 
except this is a big train,” said 
Morris. He added these types of 
“minor” derailments are not all 
that unusual. 

Addressing the public concern 


of track maintenance causing 
these types of accidents, Morris 
said the derailment had “nothing 
to do with track maintenance.” 

The cause is still under inves¬ 
tigation. 

Local councillors discussed the 
response of town volunteers and 
employees to the accident at their 
Tuesday council meeting. 


“It was like a mock disaster 
but it was real,” said Evan Par¬ 
liament, town Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officer who was on the 
scene Monday. 

He added the situation was 
handled exactly as it should have 
been according to the town’s 
“red book” of emergency proce¬ 
dures. 


“I was really impressed with 
how they (the emergency re¬ 
sponse personnel) handled eve¬ 
rything,” he said. 

Mayor Ray Lea agreed and 
reiterated how fortunate the 
town residents are that the cars 
were not full of hazardous gas. 

“It could have been a lot 
worse than that.”

Thompson, who has been the 
Wildrose MP since October 
1993, has been struggling with 
his heart problem for years. In 
fact, several years ago he was 
again in the hospital for 
angioplasty. 

Gowler said the staff at the 
office is getting anxious to have 


him back. Thompson him¬ 
self is getting restless af¬ 
ter being in the hospital 
for more than a week. 

Thompson told 
Gowler that he is receiv¬ 
ing “no special treat¬ 
ment” because of his sta¬ 
tus and he does not plan 
to push his weight 
around to get it. 

“ He told me, ‘It’s not 
the Reform way. I will just 
wait like everyone else,’” 
said Gowler. 

She added the time spent in 
hospital and the one week re¬ 
covery will not be a major set 
back in Thompson’s re-election 



plans.

about the safety of the live¬ 
stock. 

Olds College reports 239.6 
centimetres (about 7.8 feet) of 
snow has fallen in the area. 
That’s almost double the nor¬ 
mal of 129.2 centimetres

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Welfare - political powder keg

For many it’s the most obvious 
failed big government program of 
them all. Government welfare. 

It’s a political powder-keg, primed 
by the naive philosophy that govern¬ 
ments and politicians are responsi¬ 
ble for everyone’s well-being. 

The system'sbreakdown becomes 
more obvious every day. Despite 
billions in social service expenditures, 
Alberta still has poor people. Wail¬ 
ing from the poverty lobbies contin¬ 
ues relentlessly. 

The media regularly profiles the 
failures of government welfare pro¬ 
grams. It’s plain these elaborate sys¬ 
tems, open-ended as they are, get us 
nowhere. 

Public dissatisfaction is more ad¬ 
vanced in the United States. Politi¬ 
cians of all stripes there now press 
for radical change. 

Welfare reform is fashionable, 
and governments are rushing to 
“end welfare as we know it.” In 
some cases they are pushing wel¬ 
fare functions back to the volun¬ 
tary sector, including the church 
and private charity. In other cases, 
they are contracting them out to 
the private sector. 

In Texas, a three-company con¬ 
sortium is competing for a five-year 
contract to take over the state’s en¬ 
tire welfare system. 

Almost every aspect will end up 
in private hands — from determin¬ 
ing eligibility to preventing fraud 
and making payments will eventu¬ 
ally be in private hands. 

In the U.S. the failure of govern¬ 
ment welfare has revolutionized at¬ 
titudes. The welfare reform bill 


signed by Bill Clinton last year al¬ 
lows the states complete flexibility in 
designing and delivering programs. 

Here in Canada, Ottawa still 
handcuffs provincial welfare poli¬ 
cies with federal legislation that is 
heavily influenced by Canada’s flour¬ 
ishing poverty industry. 

In contrast, Washington has re¬ 
jected the top down approach of “na¬ 
tional standards” and stepped back. 
Administrative minutiae and restric¬ 
tive conditions are gone: states now 
get a lump sum to spend as they like. 
We now see fifty government labora¬ 
tories experimentingon new ways to 
reduce poverty. 

Large information management 
companies lead the charge. Then- 
involvement in welfare policy began 
with the streamlining of informa¬ 
tion flows and record-keeping. 

But they soon bumped into the 
problem common to all traditional 
government programs: the process 
had become more important than 
the results achieved. 

Let’s not fool ourselves, the in¬ 
centives operating within govern¬ 
ment welfare departments do not 
lend themselves well to reducing 
poverty. 

More jobs are to be had in these 
bureaucracies if there are more poor 
people and for years administrative 
and delivery systems grew exuber¬ 
antly as welfare lists expanded. 

Handing out money created jobs 
for government service providers. 
This model is not sustainable. 

The pronounced trend to priva¬ 
tize welfare systems tries to elimi¬ 
nate perverse incentives that reward 
the system for maximizing caseloads. 

For example, a New York com¬ 
pany called America Works makes 


money finding work for welfare re¬ 
cipients. 

It places people in local businesses 
and consults with employers to 
smooth out problems. 

Its contract with government is 
structured so that it makes most of 
its money when former claimants 
don’t return to the public dole. It 
gets $985 when a client is placed, 
$3,855 when the person is hired full¬ 
time after a probationary period, 
and another $650 when he or she 
stays on. 

In this framework, the incentives 
are positive. The private contractor 
bears the risk. 

The government pays big only if 
the company places the client into 
long-term employment. The com¬ 
pany needs to be effective or it doesn’t 
make much. 

Critics will complain of cherry- 
picking. For example, what if the 
contractor ignores the most hard-to- 
place clients like drug and alcohol 
abusers? No problem. 

Smarter governments will just 
adjust the incentives by raising the 
long-term placement bonus to, say, 
$10,000. What a huge bargain, com¬ 
pared to the years of payments now 
made automatically to recipients by 
the traditional process-fixated wel¬ 
fare system. 

It all points back to a narrower 
core business for government. 

The ineffective elephantine wel¬ 
fare bureaucracies that blindly hand 
out money to all comers will be phased 
out. In their place, skilled profes¬ 
sionals in government will design 
performance contracts that reward 
both private and in-house social serv¬ 
ice providers for results. 

Nothing wrong with that. 


Taxpayer protection legislation

Premier Klein made a low-key, 
but very significant promise several 
days in advance of the March 11th 
Alberta election. He committed to 
extending “taxpayer protection,” 
which already exists for the imple¬ 
mentation of a provincial sales tax, 
to personal income and business 
taxes. 

Taxpayer protection legislation 
(TPL) requires that tax rate increases 
be approved by referendum before 
they can be imposed on taxpayers. 
Providing citizens with the right to 
veto tax increases means taxpayers 
are able to participate in decision¬ 
making regarding tax - and indeed, 
spending - levels. 

It is important to note that TPL 
simply caps the size of government 
as a proportion of the economy. Main¬ 
taining current tax rates would still 
permit revenues to rise with infla¬ 
tion and as economic activity ex- 
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pands. Spending pressures caused 
by a swelling population or indus¬ 
trial development would be handled 
by this “natural” revenue growth. 

Whether the amount already 
taken out of people’s pockets and 
from businesses is at an appropriate 
level is another question. The Cana¬ 
dian Taxpayers Federation has ar¬ 
gued that Canadians are overtaxed, 
that lower taxes would create more 
jobs by giving consumers, investors 
and businesses more to spend, and 
that government revenues would be 
elevated by the subsequent height¬ 
ened number of taxpaying workers 
and businesses. 

However, TPL would merely al¬ 
low citizens, rather than politicians, 
to choose whether government 
should take an even bigger chunk 
from the private sector. Politicians 
would be forced to persuade voters 
that government needed more rev¬ 
enues, and that the negative impact 
ofhigher taxes would be offset by the 
benefits generated from the use of 
the extra revenue. 

TPL, in tandem with Alberta’s 
balanced budget legislation (which 
states spending cannot exceed rev¬ 
enue), would tremendously improve 
accountability. 

To increase spending, taxes would 
need to be hiked. Albertans would 
have to be convinced that existing 
spendingpriori ties were aligned with 
thoseofthe majority (the new spend¬ 
ing couldn’t be funded from other 
lower priority areas), that Albertans 
were getting good value for their tax 
dollars already (no inefficiencies 


could be solved to cover the new 
expenditure), and that the new 
spending itself was worthwhile. 

TPL is thus a democratic reform, 
long overdue. The financial plight of 
Canadian governments has been 
caused by a flawed political struc¬ 
ture. Politicians who wish to be re¬ 
elected are pressured to broaden 
spending by the multitude of de¬ 
mands and expectations - some seem- 
ingly quite justified - placed on them 
by constituents, special interests and 
citizens in general. 

Of course, none of these groups 
recognise that all the demands 
add up to an awful lot of spend¬ 
ing. Each program, grant or 
project makes up a fraction of 
each tax dollar, and it’s easier to 
say “yes,” grab a photo opportu¬ 
nity and buy some votes. But the 
continual, overall increases to 
spending have meant ongoing tax 
hikes and borrowing from future 
taxpayers, year after year. Fur¬ 
thermore, little attention has 
been paid to the cost-efficiency 
and effectiveness of the vast ar¬ 
ray of government programs, pro¬ 
ducing even greater spending 
than necessary and questionable 
outcomes. 

TPL and balanced budget leg¬ 
islation turn the system right- 
side up. They put the onus on 
politicians to ensure tax dollars 
are being employed efficiently, 
where they should be, and to 
say “no” to new spending. And 
they put citizens in the driver’s 
seat.

Two weeks ago saw the demise 
of Canada’s oldest public radio 
station, CKUA. I am sure many 
people in the Didsbury and Olds 
area who were avid listeners to 
this station were somewhat 
shocked at the abrupt halt to this 
truly unique radio station. 

With transmission sights 
placed across the province, CKUA 
was the only Alberta radio sta¬ 
tion where virtually all Albertans 
could hear. Its voice was also heard 
beyond the Alberta boundary. It 
amazed me that during the 
semi-annual pledge drive, people 
would call in from all corners of 
our province, as well as Saskatch¬ 
ewan, BC and other remote parts 
of Canada and the US. To me, this 
illustrated one of CKUA’s strong 


points as a connecting link to our 
province, helping to bring our dis¬ 
persed population closer together, 
and giving a sense of community. 

For nearly 70 years, CKUA 
brought an eclectic array of cul¬ 
tural music, from country to clas¬ 
sical. It was also a strong sup¬ 
porter for local musicians to have 
their music heard. CKUA also 
brought education and informa¬ 
tion to the listener, with program¬ 
ming from Athabasca University 
and the BBC Newsworld service. 
And due to its provincial trans¬ 
mission, CKUA was the trans¬ 
mitter site for the Emergency 
Broadcast system for the prov¬ 
ince of Alberta. 

Even if you were not a sup¬ 
porter of CKUA, I am sure you 


have heard some of the ongoing 
news about the reason for its clo¬ 
sure. Basically, the existing board 
of CKUA decided to pull the plug 
on the station to avoid bank¬ 
ruptcy. What many people are 
asking is what happened to the 
4.7 million dollars of government 
(taxpayers) money that was given 
to the board for the transition of 
the station from a government 
funded to a publicly funded sta¬ 
tion? 

To try to get some answers and 
also to try to get this station back 
on the air, the ‘Save Alberta Pub¬ 
lic Radio Society’ has formed. This 
broad based community coalition 
of listeners, friends of CKUA, 
members of the Alberta’s Arts 
Community, and former Staff 


members is campaigning to win 
control of the CKUA Radio Foun¬ 
dation and return CKUA to the 
air waves.

Local farmer addresses intensive hog operation concerns in County of Mountain View 


Dear Editor, 

I would like to take this op¬ 
portunity to address the issue 
of intensive hog operations in 
the County of Mountain View. 

Along with my family, we op¬ 
erate a mixed farm enterprise, 
which includes a farrow to fin¬ 
ish hog operation. 

I believe there are some un¬ 
derlying issues that have not 
been recognized, and through 
these issues, we may find the 
answer to the problem. I define 
a problem as something money 
cannot solve, especially when it 
comes to the emotional, 
phychological and environmen- 
i tal concerns. 

I would like to concentrate 
on the issue of intensive multi¬ 
corporate type hog operations, 
because other intensive live¬ 
stock business operations pro¬ 
duction on a large scale have 
their own unique situations, 
and feel it is unfair to cover 
them with the same laws and 
regulations. 

A group has been formed to 
help protect “our rights” as tax¬ 
payers, and residents in this 
beautiful county in which we 
reside. Money has been donated 
by the people, so that a lawyer 
can be hired to defend our rights 
from mega hog operations that 
want to build in our commu¬ 
nity. However, we can not stop 
these types of operations from 
applying (at minimal expense), 
for building permit applica¬ 
tions; it is their right. 

Our “rights” on the other 
hand have to be proved, with of 
course, money, to hire the help 
of a lawyer. 

This process is not new as it 
has evolved over a lengthy pe¬ 
riod of time, i.e., decades if not 
' centuries, we are not allowed to 
i think for what we want, but for 
what we “should” do. 

No matter what ABC Mega¬ 
type operation approaches they 
| have their similar qualities; 

| they have enormous amounts 
I of power, and are very intimi¬ 
dating. 

Being in the business of hog 
production and from the infor¬ 
mation that I am reading, a lot 
of eyes are looking at Alberta 
I for bases for their mega-based 
I hog operations. Because of lo¬ 


cation, and availability of feed 
supplies, some of these Ameri¬ 
can based companies, own and 
operate everything from the far¬ 
rowing to finishing barn, the 
feed mill, the packing plant, 
truck lines, to the retail stores 
where their product is sold. Sow 
numbers for these types of op¬ 
erations run up to, or in excess 
of 120,000 per unit. 

These operations are in it for 
one thing and one thing only, 
that is “money”. The money 
that they operate from is not 
necessarily their own, but can 
come from sources such as mu¬ 
tual funds, insurance invest¬ 
ments, off-shore investors, etc. 
Because of their size, they are 
intimidating, because they are 
surrounded by a battery of law¬ 
yers, engineers, environmental 
specialists and soon. As soon as 
their interests are threatened, 
they can, in their eyes, solve the 
problem by throwing money at 
it from their seemingly endless 
supply of finances they can draw 
from. 

No matter what environ¬ 
mental challenges we can face 
them with, they will meet or 
exceed the code of practices, be¬ 
cause again they have the money 
to do it with. 

For example, if it is recom¬ 
mended that they have four 
Slurry Store tanks for their hog 
effluent, they have the ability 
to put in five or six, or whatever 
is necessary to meet or exceed 
the code. 

Other people’s rights and 
wants can become irrelevant 
and unimportant to them; cre¬ 
ating cash flow is what they 
have to maintain to satisfy their 
investors. 

We are told by our Agricul¬ 
tural minister that he would 
like to see production raised to 
nearly ten million hogs in about 
ten years. In 1996 we produced 
approximately 1.835 million in 
Alberta. 

There is no doubt how this 
will generate more growth and 
vibrancy in Alberta’s economy. 
I do question where this expan¬ 
sion will come from. 

On the average it now costs 
from four to four and a half 
thousand dollars per sow to 


build a modern farrow to finish 
facility; this means a 100-sow 
set-up would cost about 
$450,000. We will see expan¬ 
sions in existing units, and 
smaller new units built to sup¬ 
ply the demand, but even if ex¬ 
isting operations doubled, there 
will still be a large void left for 
these mega operations to fill be¬ 
cause of their financial back¬ 
ing, again driven by one thing, 
“profit”. 

From this, I am concerned 
for our county. I cannot say 
what they should do in 
neighboring M.D.’s or County’s, 
because I’m not a resident there. 
It is up to those people, to make 
the decision of what they want. 
If permission is granted to any 
ABC mega-hog operation, it will 
set a precedent of which may be 
very expensive, or impossible to 
stop because of discrimination 
laws. It could be very costly 
because each individual appli¬ 
cation will have to be appealed 


by the citizens again, with costly 
legal assistance to protect their 
rights. If establishment occurs, 
would public outcry be enough 
to remove these operations? 
The answer is , probably not. 
What is acceptable for the 
County of Mountain View resi¬ 
dents, will be acceptable for ABC 
Mega companies. Maybe en¬ 
courage them to build in area’s 
where the social and psycho¬ 
logical impact would be limited, 
and where the beneficial help 
from the high nutrient levels of 
hog effluent can be utilized to 
enhance the poorer growing ar¬ 
eas of our province. 

We cannot change history 
or control the future. All we 
can do is direct it by the 
present. With this in mind 
there is potential for peace and 
harmony in all sectors by un¬ 
derstanding what the larger 
units want and what the citi¬ 
zens of the county want. The 
answer to this problem I feel 


is this: “Just say no”. If this 
is what area taxpayers want, 
then it is up to the Mult- 
corporates, at their expense, 
to prove to the citizens that 
their operations will be accept¬ 
able, and have little impact on 
us and our community, as a 
whole. This in turn will re¬ 
lieve the pressures off the lo¬ 
cal government, and the com¬ 
munity as well. Perhaps a 
county survey could be con¬ 
ducted in order to find this 
out. If the answer is yes or no, 
you will then know what the 
people want. All area resi¬ 
dents are susceptible to this 
kind of situation because we 
do not know where, or when, 
they intend to build. I do know 
the best medicine is preven¬ 
tive medicine. To stop a prob¬ 
lem before it starts, is the easi¬ 
est, and also the best. 

Thank you for your time re¬ 
garding this important matter.

Dear Mr. James, 

We have carefully considered the conditions set as a part of the conditional approval by the county of Mountain View’s Municipal Planning 
Commission of our application (your reference number DP 107 %) and the clarification of them I obtained through our telephone conversation. 

I am writing to confirm that it is our decision to not proceed with this development under this application in the County of Mountain View. We 
have arrived at this decision by weighing the merit of the different opportunities we have before us, and the visible and potential costs of each. You 
are aware that we have serious concerns with the open ended character of some of the conditions placed on this potential development, and what I 
will call the unique treatment of this agricultural development application. 

1 specifically refer to condition 5. 1) which reads in part that we would be expected to pay for "all road upgrade cost, and ongoing maintenance 
required as a result of this development". There is no definition of what the initial requirement of this might be, nor any limit on how much road or 
how many miles away we will be expected to pay for all of the maintenance. Previous verbal indications on this topic pointed to requiring us to 
locate our private lanes the maximum distance away from the secondary highways, and that substantial widening of the roads for the full distance 
would be involved. It is our opinion that if we accepted the general wording of this condition as written, we would be obligated to pay an unlimited 
cost of upgrade and maintenance of an undefined length of road system. 

Similarly the general and unlimited wording of condition 10, which reads, "The applicant pay all of the County of Mountain Views engineering and 
consultant fees which may arise out of this application; "and legal fees (associated with compliance or noncompliance with this permit)." It is our 
opinion that if we were to accept this condition, we would be obligated to pay to the County, an open ended spending amount now and forever, of 
virtually anything that the County or its employees or representatives choose to spend that you judge is associated with this development. Again 
there is no recourse or reasonableness test provided for, and if we were to choose to question the merit of some such charges, we would have to pay 
for all of the costs including Mountain View's, associated with such a question. 

These two conditions we view the same as being required to provide to the County of Mountain View, an unlimited spending account for use now 
and forever. We are not in the habit of writing blank cheques to anyone, and certainly are not prepared to agree to perpetual open ended obligations 
that have no restrictions whatsoever on the spender. 5.m) also troubles us. We have not seen this type of condition required of an agricultural 
development before, and while we understand that this may be used in the case of urban subdivisions, in those cases there is provision for release of 
this condition when the subdivision has been completed satisfactorily. In our case, it is our conclusion that the requirement to provide to the County 
the Irrevocable letter of credit for $114,450 "to insure compliance with the conditions of this permit" is also a perpetual requirement. Some of the 
conditions referred to are ongoing operational ones. 

While we would fully expect to comply with all operational requirements and do not feel there is any risk of needing to pay out any of the credit set 
aside, providing the County with this financial guarantee means an additional ongoing cost to us associated with this development. 

I recognize your comments you didn't feel the intent of the wording of the conditions not necessarily being the same as what we can read into them, 
but it was also made clear to me that this is the way it was written after considerable discussion and that this wording would not be changing. 

I would like to take the opportunity to indicate that we appreciate the fact that we now have the decision of the MPC after many months of working 
toward this. We now can move forward knowing what the options are. 

I also want to make clear that we understand the difficulty that you have in attempting to satisfy all of the different positions taken with respect to 
development in the County. Everyone has an opinion on this and rarely are the opinions exactly the same. 

It is an understatement for us to say that we are disappointed with much of the negative publicity and distorted information that the opponents have 
produced to surround our applications. As you know, this application was for 4 small pig nursery bams separately located on 640 acres parcel of 
our land, each if converted to the equivalent of a farrow to finish operation, represent 130 sows. The two finisher bams were to be separately 
located on a different 320 acre parcel of our land, each the equivalent of 390 sows, farrow to finish. 

We are surprised at the position taken by the opponents that have characterised agriculture as devoid of appropriate regulations and laws to deal 
with this kind of development. Clearly what we are talking about is much smaller than many equivalent operations all over the province. Indeed, it 
is not hard to find existing operations in the neighbourhood that are larger. Obviously the years of work that have been put in by a wide variety of 
agricultural organizations including representatives of farmers, municipal councils and provincial government people into developing the regulations 
and comprehensive code of practice, has been ignored by the opponents. 

I guess the most distressing thing for us is the fact that those who have been creating the opposing propaganda have chosen to cite individual 
situations thousands of miles away in another country where for a long time, there was a lack of responsible regulation. That is not the case here, 
and indeed for the agricultural industry in western Canada it never has been the case. 

The tactic though, would be like taking the position that because one farmer somewhere, perhaps in another country thousands of miles away was 
found to have made a mistake in application of chemical fertilizer or herbicide that clearly the regulations governing this were not severe enough. It 
would follow then, because of this one farmer, all farmers everywhere should not be trusted. No farmer should be allowed to handle and use these 
materials until appropriate new significantly more restrictive regulations are developed. 

Obviously this would be an attack on every farmer's reputation and totally disregard all of the care and attention paid by the vast majority of 
conscientious farmers everywhere else. 

In our own case, we have been specifically named and by inference and innuendo have been cast in the light of someone that can't be trusted and 
that should not be allowed to proceed until the opponents' opinion of new regulations satisfied. Indeed, their early attempt to have a complete 
moratorium on all intensive livestock development would be the same as the example I noted above. 

It has not been easy to bite our tongue and carry on through the process however we have chosen to not react publicly believing that common sense 
would prevail. We continue to judge and to respect individual people and businesses on the basis of their present and past achievements. We do not 
judge people on the basis of some distant unrelated experience, nor are we interested in attempting to influence others by citing other communities' 
wonderful experiences thousands of miles away. 

Local representatives have served us well. Local business people and farmers have been successful, law abiding operators. We appreciate and 
applaud that. The others are the very rare exceptions and have been dealt with using existing laws, without penalizing all of the rest of us along with 
them. 

You have a difficult task in balancing off the general interests of agricultural growth and development against the desire to keep things as they are 
or as they may be remembered, and against the desire to have the rural areas as a place people want to go to live on an acreage in the country, but 
not to produce food. 

We respect the decisions you have made in dealing with us: you have established the conditions that must be accepted by us in order to proceed 
through the process wim this application We do not accept these conditions for the reasons outlined above and accordingly we have decided to 
terminate all plans for our own agricultural development in the County of Mountain View and wish you good luck in the future. 

I will close by saying that while we are disappointed with the outcome of our own initiatives in Mountain View, we also take heart in the more than 
70 individual expressions of interest from local farmers and farm family members, in working with us to further their own diversification. We 
certainly are pleased with the support this shows for the concept we have put forward. We continue to believe that it will be a very positive 
development for individual farm families and their communities.

The Town of Didsbury and 
the Bancroft Women's Institute 
got the good news they received 
grant money to enhance their 
recreation areas. 

The town was informed they 
will be receiveing $2,500 this 
year to put towards the con¬ 
struction of a playground at 
Rosebud Valley campground. 

The Bancroft Women's Insti¬ 
tute was given $655 to construct 
a new toilet and garbage bin at 
Midway Community Park. 

Both institutions applied for 
the grant money which comes 
from provincial lottery funds. 
The Alberta Sport, Recreation, 
Parks and Wildlife Foundation 
distribute the dollars depending 
on applications received that are 
to be used towards enhancing 
any of those areas. 

A total of $93,263 was 
awarded to applicants in the zone 
bound by Olds/Trochu in the 
North, High River/ Gleichen in 
the South, Banff/Lake Louise in 
the West and Oyen/Acadia Val¬ 
ley in the East.

I came across this little poem sometime ago that deals with the subject 
of church attendance: 

Some go to church just for a walk, 

Some go there to laugh and talk; 

Some go there to gain a lover, 

Some go there their faults to cover! 

Some go there for observation, 

Some go there for speculation, 

Some go there to sleep and nod, 

But few go there to worship God! 


This presents a somewhat exaggerated situation. However, it

in attending church is a proper one. It should be for fellowship, instruction, and worship. 
In turn, these things should be stepping stones for us to serve Christ during the days of the 
week that follow. 

The religious section of a newspaper carried this article by a minister who related the 
following story: “Entering a church one Sunday morning, a man asked, ‘When will the 
service be over?’ An usher replied, ‘The congregation is still at worship, sir, but the 
SERVICE will actually begin when the people LEAVE the church!” 

If our worship is simply a matter of going through some religious motions, if it fails to 
transform and change our lives, if it does not thrust us forth as effective servants of Christ, 
then it has failed to achieve its major objective. For worship of God and service for Him 
should go hand in hand. 

This little THOT sums up what worship is and should accomplish: “The feast of the 
sermon results in spiritual indigestion unless followed by religious exercise.”

“It’s different”, Brassard observes, “getting up in the morning without am agenda already laid out. In some ways it’s 
luxurious; in other ways it’s almost an emotional let down.” 

He acknowledges missing his official schedule; some things, however, he can do just as well without. 

“I don’t miss the 5 am. drives to Edmonton, particularly in some ofthe inclement weather we’ve had.” Nor does he miss 
the extended absences from his wife, from home, and from the rest of his family. 

Was it worth the energy expended? “Oh absolutely” is his unqualified response. “It has been the most rewarding career 
that I’ve had.” 

He talks of the inspiration of private citizens putting in good solid effort at food banks and working with people with 
disabilities on a daily basis for the sheer value of serving their fellow man. The level of cynicism that has set in the minds 
of the general public concerns hims, however, and he expresses regret that more people don’t take the opportunity to get 
involved in politics. “I have the greatest respect for the people I worked with.” 

So, from the speeding public train to the private platform, how do the days pass? 

“I’ve been going through 11 years worth of material from two offices and an apartment,” Brassard said, saying he plans 
to take time to be with his wife and family. “ Politics does tend to interrupt your family significantly.” He also looks forward 
to reacquainting himself with recreational pursuits such as golf and woodworking. Anew business? “ I t'sjust too soon to tell." 

As chair of the “ Friends of the Games” (in connection with the 1999 Seniors Games) he intends to continue “being part 
of a community” as that "means that you do get involved." He also maintains his interest in health care in the area because 
of its significance to the community. 

The leap has been made. The landing, it appears, has been smooth. The next step is one of evaluation and taking the time 
to get a new sense of direction. A big step to be sure. “But, ” Mr. Brassard says with characteristic optimism, “I’m looking 
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forward to it every bit as much as I looked forward to getting on the train in the 
first place.”

UGG plan postponed 


United grain Growers Lim¬ 
ited announced Thursday that, 
since Alberta Wheat Pool and 
Manitoba Pool Elevators have 
withdrawn their hostile takeo¬ 
ver bid for the Company, the 
board of directors has postponed 
indefinitely the final step in im¬ 
plementing the Company's 
Shareholder Rights Plan. 

"The Board will not set a 'sepa¬ 
ration time' under the Rights 
Plan in the absence of any new 
developments," said Ted Allen, 
Chairman of UGG, "our view is 
that this matter is now closed." 

The Board also decided to ter¬ 
minate the formal process to 
solicit possible transactions with 
third parties which it began in 
response to the Pools' offer. How¬ 
ever, in the course of exploring 


these possible value-enhancing 
alternatives, UGG received ex¬ 
pressions of interest from a 
number of parties who wished to 
discuss pursuing negotiations 
towards a mutually beneficial 
transaction. The Board has au¬ 
thorized management to con¬ 
tinue with some of these parties, 
if the talks could lead to an 
appropriate transaction that 
would enhance shareholder 
value. 

Such a transaction could in¬ 
clude, among other things, a 
joint venture, strategic alliance, 
purchase or sale of assets, and a 
third-party invertment in UGG. 
There is no certainty that these 
discussions would lead to a 
transaction and UGG may end 
them at any time. 


Silent majority 
has spoken 


Now that a majority of producers have overwhelmingly voted in 
favor of the current barley marketing system, farmers and govern¬ 
ment must work together to ensure their marketing arm continues 
to get even stronger, the Advisory Committee to the Canadian 
Wheat Board (CBW) said today. 

The Committee requested that the government protect the 
interests of farmers in future trade negotiations, enforce border 
controls, and ensure Bill C-72 supports single-desk selling and 
pooling. The Committee also asked all farmers to respect democ¬ 
racy and live within the system that the majority wants. 

"Nearly two-thirds of voters support the current barley market¬ 
ing system over the open market," said Advisory Committee Chair¬ 
man, John Clair. "In response to the wishes of the majority we must 
ensure that single-desk selling, price pooling and the government 
guarantees are maintained." 

"I hope the fringe of law breakers respect the democratic process 
and work within the law to bring about positive changes which 
would be in the interests of all farmers," added Vice-Chairman Terry 
Hanson. "If we want to keep our industry strong, we have to work 
together, not against one another." 

The federal government asked all barley growers to vote for 
either the current single-desk system or an open market. Close to 
75 per cent of the eligible 77,437 farmers cast their ballots. A total 
of 62.9 per cent of voters opted for keeping barley under the CWB 
system.

Transplanting 

The cuttings will form a 
great deal of roots in one 


after one growing season or 
it will be difficult to move 
without damaging a lot of the 
roots. Plan to transplant the 


year under ideal conditions 
and so if they have been 
planted temporarily in a gar¬ 
den plot, they must be moved 


rooted cuttings to their new 
location in the early spring 
before the seedling starts to 
grow.

Collection 

Poplar and willow cuttings 
should be collected from 
healthy trees while they are 
dormant in the late winter or 
early spring before the buds 
break. 

Cuttings should be taken 
from the ends of the branches 
(previous summers’ growth) 
and could be anywhere from 
7.5 cm to 1 metre long de¬ 
pending on the tree it was 
collected from and the condi¬ 
tions for growth that previ¬ 
ous year. 

Cuttings should be made 
approximately 15 cm to 25 
cm long and should include 
at least 4 or 5 buds. If the 
cuttings are taken in early 
winter, they must be stored 
in sealed plastic bags and 
placed in a snowbank on the 
north side of a building until 
they are planted in the spring. 
Another method is to store 
them in a cooler, at below 
freezing temperatures. The 
best method is to leave them 
on the tree until a week or so 
before they break bud; then 
collect and place them in a 
sealed plastic bag. Keep the 
newly collected cuttings in 
the refrigerator at 5° C until 
the ground thaws and the 
cuttings can be planted. 
Pre-planting Preparation 

The area for planting 
should be very loose and 
worked deep so that the 
cuttings can be pushed into 
the soil vertically to their 
full depth. A well-worked gar¬ 
den plot is best. The cuttings 
seem to take root much 
quicker if they are soaked in 
water for 3 days prior to 
planting to the soil. Do not 
leave them in water for more 
than 3 days or small roots 
will form on the cuttings 
which will be ripped off when 
the cutting is pushed into the 
soil. When soaking the 
cuttings, be sure the cuttings 
are fully immersed in the 
water and are not floating on 
top. The best way to do this 
is to wrap a bundle of them 
with an elastic band and put 
a weight on top of the bundle. 
Planting 

The cuttings can now be 
planted into the garden plot. 
They should be pushed in 
straight up and down by hand 
so that the whole cutting is 
below ground and the top is 
just flush with the soil level. 
Be sure to plant the cuttings 
with the buds facing upward! 
Plant the cuttings about 30 
cm apart so that they can be 
dug up and moved to a per¬ 
manent location at a later 
date. They can be planted to 
their permanent location 
right away, but it is usually 
easier to look after them for 
the first year in a garden plot 
where they can be watered 
and kept free of weeds. Once 
the cuttings have been 
pushed into the soil, pack the 
soil firmly around the 
cuttings and water them im¬ 
mediately. They will need 
water whenever the soil gets 
dry, but do not overwater 
them. A water-logged soil has 
no aeration and the cuttings 
could die. Note; Do not plant 
cuttings into trifluralin
